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COMMONWEALTH OF ARCHITECTS ? 


7HERE are we now? In April we noted with hope and pleasure the RIBA 
President’s impending circuit of the globe and his intention to achieve 
closer Commonwealth ties and clarification of examination problems. Since his 
return the President has elaborated some of the ideas discussed with colleagues 
overseas: the closer knitting-up of allied societies; more frequent conference on 
contemporary developments, professional, administrative and technical; most 
important of all, the introduction of a basic final examination paper common 
to all countries—in Mr. Cross’ striking phrase ‘ a passport exam ’—followed by 
a second examination, varying in each country to take account of local by-laws, 
building conditions and professional practice. 

These important changes are now under discussion at the RIBA, and overseas 
societies will shortly be invited to give their considered views on such a change. 
It certainly does not appear too difficult to frame a curriculum to which all 
countries in the Commonwealth could subscribe, though the mechanism by 
which it would be put into practice without loss of standard may well be a puzzle 
to work out. 

Though we do not see the exact administrative procedure clearly at the 
moment, the following points require consideration before a Commonwealth 
* passport ° examination can be started that will give one standard of qualifica- 
tion so that the RIBA Associateship shall be the hallmark of an appropriately 
qualified architect in whatever country he may have trained : 

(1) Some Commonwealth Examination Board for architects will have to be set 
up with representatives upon it of each of the constituent countries. Under this 
arrangement we imagine the Board of Architectural Education here would simply 
become the examining body for the United Kingdom alone and would report to 
the Commonwealth Examination Board in the same way as the examination 
authorities in other countries. 

(2) Such a Board would sit by rotation each year in a different centre, possibly 
taking the opportunity to inspect the courses and examination results in that country. 

(3) In order to achieve the continuity essential to maintain consistent standards, 
the constituent members should sit for a period of at least three years before retiring. 

(4) Some experiment might be made to overcome the present cumbersome 
method of sending rolls of drawings and examination papers round the world in 
ships. A system of projected microfilm might well be tried out, both for drawings 
and for examination papers. 

(5) It would be comparatively easy for a new country such as Ghana, which at 
present runs one simple course only in architecture, to develop and fit into such a 
Commonwealth administration. With the older ‘ new’ countries there are existing 
muddles and anomalies to be cleared up before the new administration could work. 
An example is Australia, where six States have each a separate Registration Act, 
each with its own educational requirements, resulting in widely differing standards 
throughout this continent. Similar conditions exist in Canada. Reform in these 
territories could well become a try-out operation for the larger Commonwealth field. 
We regard this work as of the greatest importance, especially in a Common- 

wealth where the number of Sovereign States is still increasing. Understanding 
between these newly independent States is essential, though not easy to attain. 
One of the most important. levels for such collaboration is amongst practising 
professionals. Again and again the view has been expressed that overseas 
countries look to the United Kingdom for an imaginative lead in matters such 
as this. We urge the Institute to press on with all speed towards this end. 
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Notes of the Week 


Small House Fees 

HE RIBA, at the request of several 

Allied Societies, have approved an 
interpretation of the Scale of Professional 
Fees which will have the effect of enabling 
an architect to quote a lump sum to a 
client who wishes him to prepare a design 
and take it up to planning and by-law 
consent stage but who does not wish for 
supervision. On the basis that the house, 
exclusive of outbuildings, does not 
exceed 1,000 sq. ft., a charge of £45 may 
be made. Arrangements are also made 
for fees for repetitive work. 

There is something to be said on both 
aspects here, the client’s and the archi- 
tect’s. The client obtains at a cut rate 
the benefit of a well-arranged house and 
some help in obtaining consents, and in 
so far as too many prospective home- 
owners at present do without the benefit 
of architects, the new service should do 
something to improve the appearance and 
siting of houses. Some architects may be 
less happy, however, with a scheme which 
means that the control of their design 
passes into the hands of others. Those 
who have operated this scheme before 
have had the unhappy experience of sce- 
ing detailing altered, window positions 
changed and materials, especially bricks 
and tiling, varied for the worse. The best 
that can be said for the scheme is that 
a house designed by an architect is likely 
to be an improvement, even if altered, 
on a house which has not.

AFTER A MEETING with  representa- 
tives of the LCC at County Hall and 
consideration of the report of the 
Borough Engineer and Surveyor on the 
County Council's proposals, a joint revort

of Chelsea’s Works and Highways and 
Town Planning and Amenities Com- 
mittees recommends that the County 
Council be informed that the MBC is not 
convinced that any real urgency exists 
for the reconstruction of the bridge, that 
the ‘ underpass” proposals of the LCC are 
considered unsuitable and that, if the 
bridge has to be rebuilt, a roundabout 
which would project to a limited extent 
over the river (without affecting navi- 
gation) or, alternatively, the installation 
of traffic lights at the bridgehead would 
be preferable. 

It is also proposed that the Minister of 
Transport should be asked to. state 
whether he is satisfied that the struc- 
tural condition of the bridge is such that 
it must be rebuilt, and, if so, whether he 
is also satisfied that any new bridge to be 
built will contribute to the solution of 
the London traffic problem, and that he 
should be requested to receive a 
deputation.

The report points out that the LCC's 
proposals would involve inter alia the 
felling of all the trees on the northern 
side of the embankment between the Old 
Church and Royal Hospital-road and of 
many other fine trees of 60 years’ growth, 
would spoil the amenities of the 
gardens, and would destroy the quiet of 
residents in Cheyne-walk and of the 
Spastic and Speech Therapy Centre at 


Cheyne —_ Hospital. Moreover, _ the 
foundations of the road are unfit for 


heavy traffic and the vibration would 
adversely affect the eighteenth-century 
buildings in Cheyne-walk.

Work of the ABS 


ALTHOUGH the majority Of applicanis 
were aged and infirm, help was given |g 
year by the Architects’ Benevolent Society 
to many younger architects and their 
families to tide them over times of distress 
and difficulty, usually caused by ill-health 
In all, 131 cases were helped, 23 of whom 
were applying for the first time; 29 were 
architects or architects’ widows, 81 were 
widows and 21 were orphans. These are 
some of the facts given in the annual 
report of the ABS, now issued from 78. 
Wimpole-street, WI. 

The report refers to the valuable help 
of the Allied Societies, particularly those 
which have organised functions or made 
special appeals to their members. Much 
practical help has also been given bj 
local representatives of the Allied 
Societies in visiting and reporting on the 
circumstances of applicants for assistance. 
which is ‘a form of personal service for 
which the Council is especially grateful, 
Another section of the report refers to 
the Centenary Appeal Fund for the ABS 
Homes, for which a total of £25,869 had 
been received at the end of the year, 
exclusive of the proceeds of the Ball. 

As Mr. Howard Lobb, the hon. secre- 
tary, emphasised at the Society’s recent 
annual meeting, the rising cost of living 
means that many pensioners are having 
‘the utmost difficulty in making ends 
meet.” Members of the profession might 
therefore take this opportunity of search- 
ing their consciences to sec if they are 
doing all they could to help their own 
charity in such ways as the annual report 
suggests. 

A Church in Need 

THE fine church of St. Mary’s, Low- 
gate, one of the two ancient churches of 
Kingston upon Hull, is in urgent need of 
repair, and an appeal for £20,000 has 
been launched to complete the work. The 
architect for restoration, Mr. George G. 
Pace, FSA, FRIBA, writing on_ the 
church, says that despite numerous altera- 
tions, the mest notable medieval feature 
remains in the fine range of clerestory 
windows, ‘as elegant and well managed 
as in an East Anglian church.’ ‘The 
present stateliness,’ he adds, ‘is largely 
the work of Sir Giles Scott, RA, whose 
activities took place 1860-63." The rood 
screen and the furnishing of the north 
chapel were designed by Temple Moore. 

Very extensive repairs, says Mr. Pace, 
are required to the exterior, where the 
stonework has become seriously eroded. 
In addition the leadwork of the windows 
has reached the end of its life, normal 
maintenance repairs are in arrears owing 
to the war, beetle is active in the 15th- 
century roof of the inner south aisle and 
other troubles caused by rising damp 
require attention. The story iS one that 
applies to so many of our medieval 
churches at the present day, but this 
should be a spur to action rather than the 
reverse.

The stage ceiling is insulation board with ceiling 
joists exposed for a 2-ft. strip immediately behind the 
proscenium and for two small strips, one on the back 
wall and one 3 ft. from the back wall. These take 
curtain tracks, lights, etc. 

The entrance vestibule has a noelite slab floor and 





one fair-faced brick wall; the ceiling joists are exposed. 
The clubroom window wall has fluted hardboard 
panels. The ceiling is reef red, the walls alabaster. 
A Trofdek trough against the window wall has been 
used as a curtain track. The canteen hatch is in 
mahogany and cedar-board and reef red has again 
been used together with sungleam yellow. Doors 
generally are painted mantle-blue ; wood surrounds 
are white. 

Floors generally are black asphalt. This helped 
considerably to keep down the initial cost and at a 
future date certain floors will have composition tiles 
laid on the asphalt. 

Colour: Externally the bricks are London Brick 
Co. Tuscans contrasted with broken white ‘Cullamix’ 
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render and oiled cedar-boarding. The front doors 
are chestnut with elliptical observation panels. Aill- 
glass doors were rejected both for cost and because 
the small vestibule behind them did not justify their 
use. Some form of observation panel was, however, 
considered essential. 

The lettering over the door is chestnut on a pale 
yellow background. Other external doors are mantle 
blue. All fascias and wood surrounds to windows 
and doors are white. Eaves soffits are reef red over

the hall and mantle-blue elsewhere. 

The heating of the building is done entirely by gas 
which gave a very low installation cost, and in a 
building of this type should prove economical in use. 
The club took seven months to build and cost 
approximately 47s. per ft. super. The honorary 
stage lighting consultants were Peter Jay and Partners; 
a spot light and dimmer were presented by Strand 
Electric Co., Ltd. A list of the suppliers and sub- 
contractors is on the following page.

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NEW LANARK MILLS 
A Unique 18th-Century Factory 
Settlement 
From a Correspondent 


fee New Lanark Factory and Settle- 

ment, 25 miles south-east of Glasgow, 
is probably unique in Great Britain as an 
isolated, complete and self-contained in- 
dustrial organism which also combines 
importance in European social history 
with continuous operation for the same 
purpose from the 18th century to the 
present day. It is set in a precipitous 
gorge of Covenanting fame in the Clyde 
valley, clothed with magnificent beech 
woods, and is cut off from all signs of other 
habitation. It consists of a compact 
group of six-storey cotton mills, tall 
residential blocks for the workers, social 
centre and workshops, placed about a 
broad mill lade providing water power, 
flanked with grass and trees. These 
immensely tall, beetling structures express 
powerfully and plainly the ingenuity of 
men with stone. 

Robert Owen (1771-1858), who made 
New Lanark famous in the first quarter 
of the 19th century, has three columns in 
the Encyclopaedia Britannica, and David 
Dale (1739-1806), none. It was Dale, 
however, who built the mills, the work- 
shops and the houses, as early as 1785. 
For two years he was in partnership with 
the great Richard Arkwright, who was 
attracted by the free water power from the 
River Clyde. 

Dale was a progressive, enlightened and 
humane employer by comparison with the 
rest of the magnates of the cotton indus- 
try’s ‘dark Satanic mills.” In that black 
era of Britain’s history, when six was the

the age of entry to factory employment on 
a 13-hour day, Dale was loved by his 
workers; when the destruction by fire of 
one of the mills (No. 1) threw 250 out of 
work, he paid their wages in full till it was 
rebuilt. In 1799, Dale was visited in his 
house on Glasgow Green (recenily pulled 
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down by Glasgow Corporation) by tte 
young Rotert Owen who, born in Wales. 
had tecome a mill manager employing 
500 at the age of 19, and was visiting New 
Lanark—by this time the largest cotten 
mills in Great Britain—out of a burning 
eagerness to learn still more of his trade,

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ye lost little time in buying the mills from 
he ageing Dale, marrying one of his 
daughters and settling down in a house 
right in the midst of the mills. 

Inthe next 20 years his revolutionary and 
philanthropic conduct of the business not 
only paid handsomely but made New 
Lanark a Mecca for industrial, social and 
aducational reformers from all over Europe. 
Owen raised the age of entry to the factory, 
reduced the hours of work, provided free 
education for all his workers’ children and 
controlled the sale of whisky to their 
parents. He built the school in 1810, and 
an enlightened and kindly schooling it 
ave. Country Cancing in kilts was in 
the curriculum. Indeed, Owen was one 
of the founders of the nursery school 
idea and the Encyclopaedia Britannica 
gays: ‘The first impulse to national edu- 
cation in the 19th century probably sprang 
fom the very marked success of Robert 
Qwen’s schools at the cotton mills at 
New Lanark.” The ‘Institute for the 
Formation of Character’ arose in 1816, 
and its activities were admired by visitors 
from all over the civilised world. It was a 
social and educational centre and is still 
used for similar purposes. 

Needless to say, the subjects of Owen’s 
far-sighted experiments, not to mention 
his partners in the business, were at first 
aghast at these Utopian ideas, but such 
was his enthusiasm and = power of 
persuasion, and such the increase in 
profits, that he never once had to draw 
back from his schemes of progress. It 
was only when his sphere grew wider and 
his economic and social theories made him 
one of the leading public men of the day 
that he relinquished the running of New 
Lanark and finally severed all connection 
with it in 1828. 

New Lanark is almost entirely as it was 
in the days of Dale and Owen with one 
major and three minor changes. Mill 
No. 4 was burned down in 1883 and never 
rebuilt; Mill No. 3, which is shown missing 
inClerk’s View of 1825 also became prey 
to fie but was rebuilt before 1835: it 
has a massiveness and robust dignity of 
proportion in the main facade facing 
north-east.

but they have been progressively altered 
inside to increase the size of each dwelling. 

The school building is now used for 
weaving and storage and the foundry as a 
dye works, but the three-storey ‘artificers’ 
workshop’ is still used for maintenance. 
The latter two buildings were built right 
at the beginning by Dale and used for the 
erection of the rest of the scheme. There 
is a great pile of waste castings in the river 
bed beside the foundry, and the thin 
cast-iron columns of four-leaf clover 
section which support the mill floors are of 
some historical significance. (They have 
been the object of at least one recent 
pilgrimage by American students.) All 
the power in mill No. 3 is still supplied by 
water led from the lade underground to a 
turbine which drives by rope an impressive 
system of pulleys ranging in diameter from 
10 ft. 6 in. to 5 ft. 2 in. 


The Gourock Ropework Co., Ltd. 
(itself founded in 1736) took over the New 
Lanark mills early in the present century 
and still use them for cotton spinning, 
doubling and weaving. The most modern 
synthetic fibres are also processed there 
and indeed the whole Settlement is kept 
thoroughly up to date. The company 
preserves and maintains the buildings and 
the lade and its grass and trees to a high 
standard. The houses are constantly being 
modernised and improved. It is indeed 
rare to find intact and so _ splendidly 
isolated and self-sufficient a great monu- 
ment of 19th-century industrial inventive- 
ness, and there can be none with greater 
historical interest.

ok some time the emphasis of the 

LCC’s education building pro- 
sramme has been on providing new 
secondary school places to meet the 
needs of the increased numbers of 
children transferring from primary to 
secondary schools. Now the Council’s 
building programme is becoming more 
varied. 

Among current projects there are 
four which serve to illustrate this 
development in the Council’s building 
programme. A new 12-storey building 
for the Central School of Arts and 
Crafts and Princeton College of 
Languages ; new buildings for the 
Brixton Day College ; and new build- 
ings for Dunraven secondary school. 
Streatham, and Elmfield secondary 
school, Battersea, both of which are 
planned for ultimate use as county 
colleges. The total cost of these four 
projects is estimated at nearly 
£1,750,000. 

The Central School for Arts and 
Crafts and Princeton College will be 
constructed in a reinforced concrete 
frame with in situ pot floors; the esti- 
mated cost being in the region of 
£900,000. A simple in situ re structure 
will be used for the Brixton Day 
College. with natural timber used 
extensively as a cladding material. 
The estimated cost is £365,520. 

The first stage for Clapham County 
College will provide new buildings for 
Elmfield County Secondary School at an 
estimated cost of nearly £270,000. When

The rear block, planned to house the pilot plant, is a steel-framed building with 
external wall cladding of aluminium with glazing and infilling panels of double 
* Holoplast.’ In the event of large pieces of equipment having to be moved a complete 
wall frame can be taken out and refixed. The roof of the pilot plant building is 
aluminium decking, insulated and covered with bituminous felt. The colour consul- 
tants were Gaby Schreiber and Associates, the electrical consultants were Phoenix 
Electrical Co. (London), Ltd., and the consultants on site selection and mining sub- 
sidence were Husband and Co.

Elemental Bills Again 
To the Editor of The Builder 
QiR,—It was most refreshing to read the 

“calm and thoughtful, yet most 
formidable criticism cf elemental bills 
advanced by Mr. John Evers in your 
issue of July 19. 

The elemental bill is a ‘cost analysis 
device’ originally produced to aid cost 
planning and for no other purpose. 
Everyone is aware that the cost planning 
information obtained from an elemental 
bill can equally well be obtained from an 
yrthodox bill and that the elemental bill 
represents just one of many devices 
which quantity surveyors are aware of 
and can use in compiling cost informa- 
tion. 

Why, then, we may well ask, is the sub- 
ject of elemental bills causing so much 
discussion, not only in the technical Press 
and in public conferences but at Com- 
mittee level in the RICS itself? 

Two reasons for the continued interest 
are immediately obvious. The first is that 
the use of the elemental bill is sponsored 
by that virile and progressive Government 
Department, the Ministry of Education. 

This backing in the realms of profes- 
sional practice is something like a new 
film star having the Rank organisation 
behind her for her first public appearance- 
the public are compelled to take notice. 

The second reason is that all manner of 
other uses have been suggested for the 
elemental bill over and above its primary 
use as a device for cost analysis. 

Indeed, Mr. Nott, of the Herts CC, 
starting with the elemental bill as a practi- 
cal reply to demands made of him by the 
Ministry of Education, invents an entirely 
theoretical use for the document he has 
prepared. At a recent discussion reported 
in the Architects Journal he said—‘ In hav- 
ing to make cost analyses for them (the 
Ministry) it suddenly became clear to us 
that if we could arrange our bill in the order 
in which the analysis was required we might 
be saving ourselves an operation. Jt then 
became clear to us that the result of this 
would be a better bill from the builder's 
point of view—something which would help 
the builder to price in a more considered 
way.’ 

This idea seems to be exclusive to Mr. 
Nott as, from all accounts, the elemental 
bill does not commend itself to builders 
whereas, had the idea been valid, one would 
have expected universal acclaim.

Most of the secondary uses proposed for 
the elemental bill, however, amount, in fact, 
to making the bill of quantities substitute 
for that elusive document—the * Architect’s 
Specification.’ 

I know my quantity surveying friends will 
take me to task for conceding the possi- 
bility, but I do believe that, deep down, the 
architect has a conscience about this speci- 
fication, two copies of which under the 
RIBA Standard Form of Contract (Clause 
2) he promises to give (without charge) to 
the contractor. 

I believe he sees in the elemental bill the 
possibility of absolution from his besetting 
sin of omission. This, as any skilled 
casuist would tell him, is not being quite 
honest. 

If we are never again to see a specifica- 
tion from the architect, as seems likely. then 
let us face the problem squarely and make 
somz other member of the professional 
team responsible for producing it. 

It seems likely that the discussions will 
continue for so long as the Ministry of 
Education persist in  glamourising — the 
elemental bill and whilst certain architects 
see in it a panacea for all their troubles, 
but I believe it is true to say that most pro- 
fessional people concerned are completely 
satisfied with the conclusions reached by 
the Quantity Surveyors’ Committee of the 
RICS in their recent inquiry. 

In this inquiry the Committee sought to 
discover : 

(a) whether cost planning and_ cost 
analysis were better served by the medium 
of the ‘elemental’ bill than by the 
normal bill of quantities: 

(b) what demand exists among. the 
architectural profession for the use of the 
elemental bills; 

(c) the reaction of 
their views on the 
generally.

The result of this inquiry, which was most 
exhaustive, gave the following answers 
respectively, to the questions posed: 

(a) If cost analysis of one contract 
based on elements related to superficial 
floor area be considered a sound guide 
for the cost planning of another contract, 
the quantity surveyor can produce such 
analysis from a normal bill of quantities; 

(b) There is no- general demand 
amongst the architectural profession for 
the use of ‘elemental’ bills of quantities; 

(c) The reaction of the builders gen- 
erally is at present unfavourable to the 
‘elemental’ bill of quantities chiefly on

the grounds that tendering is made more 
complicated (Mr. Nott please note), 

It is quite evident from these findings that 
there is a very large and solid body of 
opinion holding the view that, for the 
primary purpose of providing a unifom 
basis for estimating, the orthodox bill of 
quantities is a highly developed and efficient 
instrument. Any use to which the bill is 
subsequently put after this primary objec- 
tive has been achieved is a secondary 
consideration but, nevertheless, any adapta- 
tion of the bill for another purpose should 
be a recognised professional service merit: 
ing due reward. 

If the discussions about elemental bilk 
have drawn attention to the need for cost 
planning then they have served a useful 
purpose, but the time has surely come when 
we might well fall in with Mr, D. R. Male 
who, at the discussion meeting held by the 
RICS on April 17, made the bold submis- 
sion— that the elemental bill should te 
given a decent burial.’

,1R,—Mr. Evers (your issue of July 19) 
drags the battered elemental bill off 
the shelf again and, having candidly 
confessed that to him its object is 
obscure, he yet feels equipped to criticise. 
In this letter and sometimes in the cor- 
respondence of last winter there seemed 
to me to be a lack of perspective. If! 
were to recommend the right approach to 
this subject I would suggest something of 
this nature: 

(i) Forget, to start with, anything you 
may have heard about elemental bills 
and study the possibilities of cost 
planning and control. There are 4 
number of parallel ideas being developed 
—select one and try it out for yourself 
(This is well worth doing in any cas 
because I doubt if it is an exaggeration to 
claim that there has been no greater single 
step forward in quantity surveying pr0- 
cedure since the publication of the SMM, 
nor one so likely to redound to the credit 
of the profession.) 

(ii) The practice, repeat practice, of 
cost planning and control will lea 
automatically to thoughts on the possibilt 
ties of different forms of bills, including 
bills divided into elements. There alt 
both advantages and disadvantages 
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P arising, all of which should be carefully 
Pweighed, but the liberalisation — of 
‘approach resulting from having taken an 
"enthusiastic and active part in controlling 
costs Will ensure a more objective and 
balanced understanding of the pros and 
Fcons of this relatively minor matter.

A Labour Problem

Dear Sir, 

In common with other builders, particu- 
larly in the London area, we are very con- 
cerned at the increasing number of opera- 
tives, mostly painters, applying for 
employment and giving notice alter a lew 
hours. : 

This practice has now reached proportions 
suggesting almost an organised ‘ racket.’ We 
normally employ about a hundred men and 
for weeks past now, requiring perhaps only 
six extra men, we have had to start as many 
as 20, and finally have not retained the six 
initially required. Our work is, of course. 
exactly similar to that of any other builder 
and with all the conditions and benefits of 
the Working Rule Agreement. 

We feel that there is a section of men who 
join us only to get their cards stamped and, 
having done so are then tree to work 
casually for the rest of the week—-sometimes 
outside the trade-—-with tax benefits. An 
examination of the P.45 forms reveals that 
the earnings over the past 15 weeks of the 
lax year generally average 50 per cent. of 
the tull weekly rate—halt a week’s work in 
atime of full employment. 

The cost to the employer of a day’s work 

(or more usually the man’s presence for a 
day, as intending to leave he has no interest) 
8 the usual rate, plus fare, plus 17s. 3d. 
slamips, plus office time; we compute it at 
least 10s. per hour. This allows nothing for 
inconvenience and annoyance. 
_ Obviously, this must lead any builder to 
bankruptcy if it were not for the hard core 
of local and conscientious workers. It is 
these regular workers who carry the burden 
of the parasites and who will eventually 
suffer unemployment when this practice, and 
others of a similar nature, have driven up the 
Costs to a point where the industry suffers 
Serious recession —a point already reached in 
some suburban areas where the owner-occu- 
Pier Cannot pay present charges out of taxed 
income, 

The remedy for this is very difficult, but it 
does seem, first, that there should be more 
effort by the unions to discipline this section 
there cho ngmbership, and, secondly, that 
rg te — € — of the rule 
should be om except M ational Insurance 
amped only on completion of at 
cast the guaranteed week.

* Keen Tendering in Somerset’ 
To the Editor of The Builder 
IR, As an interested reader of your 

newspaper for many years, | was 
surprised to see such prominence given 
in your issue of July 19 to ‘Keen 
Tendering in Somerset... There appear 
to be several points in this article which 
make strange reading to one whose 
practice has concentrated mainly on local 
authority housing since the war. 

First, | cannot agree that to have eight 
tenders ranging between £61,366 and 
£45,500 could be called keen tendering 
by the widest stretch of imagination. In 
terms of simple arithmetic it means that 
the highest tender is nearly £500_ pet 
dwelling higher than the lowest. Second, 
I am surprised to read Councillor L. G. 
Pritchard reported as saying that previous 
tenders have worked out at an average of 
£1,700 per house. This figure is very 
much higher than anything I have dealt 
with in the far West Country, where costs 
obviously are higher, due to transport of 
materials, etc. Further, | cannot help 
thinking that there must have been some- 
thing wrong with the Councillor’s arith- 
metic if he says that a tender for 32 
dwellings for £45,500 works out at an 
average of £1,100 per house!

Exhibited Abroad 


This time the AA has officially taken 
that leaf out of their students’ book, but 
at their suggestion the design of the dis- 
play has been put in the hands of the 
AA Council. In this year’s annual 
scramble, the work is divided broadly into 
the three themes of Community, Work 
and Home, representing ‘ different cate- 
gories of social needs for which the 
architect creates shelter and environ- 
ment’ to quote the PAA. This is supple- 
mented by a small independent section 
contributed by the students, and consider- 
ably stiffened by work from the largely 
post-graduate Department of Tropical 
Architecture. 

An introduction is provided by way of 
a photographic interpretation of the cur- 
ticulum, prepared last year and since 
exhibited abroad. Here I thought some 
essential descriptive matter was skied well 
above legibility-level which might surely 
have been enlarged from typescript, con- 
sidering the fairly lavish photographic 
printing order involved—unless there is 
felt to be some virtue in a facsimile of 
programmes and so on. While about it, 
I might register another small grouse— 
though the fault is not peculiar to the AA. 
Surely without overburdening the organi- 
sets, the need should be accepted for 
some dressing-up of what are otherwise 
(very properly) run-of-the-mill selections 
by means of a few bold explanatory 
titles, captions and even cross-references 
~particularly when, e.g., Puckeridge, 
Bristol and Basrah are to appear, ringing 
tantalising little memory-bells, in more 
than one of the several groups without 
further description. 

In the following I may have reversed 
the order in which the three groups are 
meant to be taken. The first, Com- 
munity, set me back at the start with a 
buried meeting-place in a Dead Sea 
Area’ which seemed to rear pretty solidly 
above ground. But a Hostel for Children 
at Esher let one down lightly to terra

firma in almost the next bay. Among the 
inevitable Community Centres and other 
welfare states in microcosm was a timely 
reminder of reality in an Open Borstal 
Institution for Girls. There was also an 
imaginative and allusive SE Asian Dance 
Centre elevating itself in an asymmetrical 
pagoda, the presentation in exactly the 
right watered-ink, axonometric genre. 
This accompanied photographs _ of 
Balinese ‘legongs’ and dancers, among 
whom, incidentally, was what must be 
one of the last representations of Mario, 
the male dancer made famous by Covar- 
rubias’ delightful book. 

Returning to what I said earlier about 
display needs, I wondered if some 
material connected with a Farming Com- 
munity in Worcestershire—Victoriana 
like sepia prints and a ‘cut’ of pedigree 
cattle—was contrived for exhibition pur- 
poses: I think more might be made of 
such legitimate ‘ props.’ A balsa Basrah 
with accent on palms was a useful addi- 
tion in model form, and among Concert 
Halls, Hotels, Halls of Residence and so 
on, the Tropical Dept. also contributed 
a Primary School for W. Nigeria. In 
passing, I saw and was duly but faintly 
amused by the students’ own section 
‘concerned with the visual communica- 
tion of working instructions, from motor- 
cars to cereal packets.’ This somehow 
failed to snap, crackle or pop: it could 
either have been funnier in combing some 
of the mickey out of the lunatic fringes 
of commercial art and packaging, or 
more visually exciting semantic-antics of 
the Eames-dropping type. 


An Accomplished Day-sketch 


In Work, one noticed how filling- 
stations, however well designed, tend to 
turn out like AR Subtopiana; but was 
nostalgically charmed by some notable 
pastiches like the Eddystone Lighthouse 
and a thesis on Design and Construction 
of Railway Carriages whose author had 
evidently remembered the Barman. A 
Puckeridge Agricultural Repair Depot 
and a Bristolian SPD Store made the first 
appearance here. Noted in passing, an 
accomplished day-sketch of Kings Cross 
and a pop-art pub, the ‘Eel. and Ele- 
phant.’ Office Redevelopment, Bombay 
was a welcome stiffener but (signifi- 
cantly?) the Work section was perhaps a 
bit thin. 

In Home, I was stimulated by an 
Atelier trogloditing up what may have 
been a N. African cliff—a sort of cultural 
casbah, I suppose. A Dancing Teacher’s 
Studio presumably had living quarters 
over (or under) the shop but I hadn’t time 
left to riffle through plans. Houses at 
Highgate and elsewhere were interesting 
but too often designed with other AA 
students, or perhaps their ageing admirers 
like me, in mind: equally indulgent 
clients, I hope, will eventually be found. 

All in all, another very good show: it 
came to a temporary end on August 1 
and then continues on the 7th, 8th and 
9th after the Bank Holiday break.

HULL REDEVELOPMENT 
City Centre Projects 

MILLIONS of pounds will be added to the 
value of property in MHull’s city centre 
during the next few years, and the rede- 
velopment of Osborne-street will account for 
much of the money. A new road is planned 
alongside the Cecil Cinema, and included 
among the buildings scheduled for the area 
are a new telephone headquarters, a new 
ambulance station and a big private build- 
ing, while a projected Government telephone 
exchange in Carr-lane may be extended back 
to Osborne-street. Cost of these buildings 
will run into millions. Plans are also 
scheduled for the next few years for the 
main block of the College of Technology, 
the new British Railways offices, the Hull 
Co-operative Society development and the 
Tivoli reconstruction. 
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SMALL PRIVATE 


HOUSES 
Revision of Scale of Fees 
SEVERAL allied = societies have 


approached the RIBA suggesting the 
fixing of a uniform basis of fees for 
limited services for small house design. 

To solve the problem of differing inter- 
pretations, it is considered that a lump 
sum fee is the best solution, most accept- 
able to the public and practical to 
operate. On the recommendation of the 
Practice, Public Relations and Town and 
Country Planning and Housing Com- 
mittees, the RIBA Council have approved 
the following interpretation of the Scale 
of Professional Charges, subject to the 
fees being reviewed from time to time. 

IN SPECIAL CIRCUMSTANCES WHERE 
LIMITED SERVICES ARE PROVIDED for 
small houses not exceeding 1,000 sq. ft. 
in area, excluding outbuildings: 

For individual owners: A fee of £45 
will be chargeable for ascertaining the 
client’s requirements, preparing design 
and ¢ in. scale drawings and particulars 
sufficient to enable applications to be 
made for Town Planning, By-law (or 
Building Act) approvals. 

This fee covers the preparation of one 
sketch design and making minor altera- 
tions to that design to meet the require- 
ments of the client. It does not include 
site survey, specification, inviting 
builders’ estimates and commenting upon 
them, nor supervision. 


The fee is to be paid on delivery of the 
drawings to the client. 

For House-Builders’ repetitive work : 
The fees for the limited services described 
above will be: — 


(i) £45 for the preparation of each 
house type design; 

(ii) £2 per house for the preparation 
of a lay-out to 1/500 scale; 

(iii) A royalty of £8 per house for 
repeats of type designs. 

The fees for house design and layout 
are to be paid on delivery of the drawings 
to the client. The royalty for repeats of 
type designs is to be paid on practical 
completion of each house after the first. 

The architect should agree the maxi- 
mum number of repeats of type designs 
to be covered by this clause, which applies 
to the development of one site only. 


In both cases, the limited extent of the 
services should be clearly understood and 
explained to the client, and any further 
services required would involve appro- 
priate fees under the normal Scale of 
Professional Charges. 

Copyright in all drawings and in the 
work executed from them will remain the 
property of the architect.

OBITUARY 
Richard Garbe, RA 


Mr. RICHARD GaArRBE, who died at his 
home at Westcott, Surrey, on July 28, 
was a sculptor whose reputation as a 
teacher rivalled that of his personal work 
as a modeller and carver. As an execu- 
tant his form derived from the qualities 
of the materials—largely ivory and jade— 
in which he did much of his work and 
he was more influenced by these than by 
any conscious seeking after abstract 
forms. Apprenticed to his father in 
Dalston, he was trained at the Central 
School of Arts and Crafts, and from the 
turn of the century exhibited regularly 
at the RA, which made him an Associate 
in 1929 and a full Academician in 1936. 
He is represented in the National Museum 
of Wales by two large groups, but the 
majority of his work consisted of small 
portrait and garden pieces. His 
‘Autumn’ in carved ivory gained the 
RBS award for the best work of the year 
in 1930. As a teacher he taught at the 
Central School for some years before 
going to the Royal College of Art as 
Professor, a post from which he retired 
in 1946. Modest and quiet in his 
demeanour, Garbe spent his lifetime in 
seeking to preserve’ naturalism in 
sculpture and time may yet prove that 
he was right in so doing. 


He was a Fellow of the Royal Society 
of British Sculptors and an Honorary 
Associate of the Royal College of Art. 

J. Sinclair 

Mr. JOHN SINCLAIR, former chairman and 
director of Kelvin Construction Co., Ltd., 
Glasgow, died on July 18 at Jordanhill, 
aged 83. A native of Thurso, he studied 
building in Glasgow some 60 years ago and 
worked on many major contracts. He 
helped to found the Kelvin Construction 
Company after World War I and retired 
from active business in 1947. 


USE OF LOCAL MATERIALS 
Reducing Unemployment Risk 


A SUGGESTION that all future building 
contracts should stipulate the use of locally 
produced materials, whenever possible, to 
reduce unemployment risks in the area, was 
made at a meeting of Tamworth Rural 
Council on July 20. 


Earlier in the week Mr. ARTHUR BROAD- 
HURST, a secretary of the Tamworth branch 
of the National Union of General and 
Municipal Workers, had criticised local 
authorities in the area for ‘importing’ 
bricks and other building materials when 
stocks were piling up at local brickyards. 


COUNCILLOR G. H. PHILLIPS, a clayworker 
and a member of the union branch execu- 
tive committee, said that hundreds of brick- 
yard workers faced the probability of un- 
employment or short time within the next 
few months unless something was done to 
help the industry. He proposed the inser- 
tion of a clause in all building contracts 
specifying the use of local materials particu- 
larly bricks, tiles and pipes. The chairman, 
COUNCILLOR R. MaArRIOTT, said that the 
matter would be considered by the Housing 
Committee.

President’s Inaugural Address 


OLLOWING is the inaugural address 
given by Mr. H. S. Oppie, FIR on 

the occasion of his re-election as presi 
dent of the Institute of Builders fo 
1957/58 at the annual general Meetin 
held at the Institute last Monday, July if 
Mr. Oddie said: ; 


When I addressed you as president fo, 
the first time a year ago, I proclaimed my 
pride in attaining that office. Today that 
is echoed in very full measure. Yoy have 
done me great honour in re-electing me 
for a further year and I shall strive tp 
justify the renewal of your confidence. | 
would be ungrateful indeed if I did no 
thank the members of the Council fo; 
their generous support and to acknow. 
ledge the loyal and efficient service of Mr. 
Neale and all his staff. The achievements 
of the past year are fully covered in the 
annual report, so that I will not dwell 
too much upon the past. We can, I think, 
claim to have followed the policy of con. 
solidation which I outlined a year ago, 
The number of candidates for the 
Licentiate and Associate examinations in 
1956 was a record one and this year has 
brought a tremendous increase, even on 
these figures, which I feel sure is due 
in part to the greatly improved and 
extended relations with the technical 
institutions. 

The creation of new centres of the 
Licentiate Discussion Club at Brighton and 
Newcastle is most gratifying. These are 
healthy signs of increased interest and 
respect for the Institute amongst the young 
and ambitious rank and file of the industry 
which augurs well for the future. 

It is to me a matter for regret that adver- 
tisements for staff seldom call for Institute 
of Builders’ qualifications, whereas other 
qualifications are frequently requested. 
Should we not give practical encouragement 
by proclaiming our belief in the value of 
our own qualifications? 

As you are aware, there is a growing 
concern that the membership structure (par- 
ticularly in the senior grades) is not quite 
fitted to meet contemporary needs. The 
tradition of limiting the senior membership 
to proprietors, partners or directors excludes 
a large number of senior executives who 
carry great responsibilities and who in every 
way are fitted for admission to senior mem 
bership. The Organisation Committee, 
which has recently been set up, has an 
important task embracing extremely wide 
issues which cannot be hastily considered. 
It is my hope that this work can be com- 
pleted during my final presidential year. It 
would be premature of me to attempt 10 
forecast the form of its recommendations, 
but I hope that it may at least point the 
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senior executive, be he director or salaried 
official. ; 
The ultimate aim of a fully examined 
membership will be kept constantly in mind, 
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the full respect of other professional bodies. 
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ure is remodelled will, of course, be con- 
jtioned by its basic principles, to which 1 
nope we shall firmly adhere. 

Relations with other bodies could not be 
papier and, in common with my prede- 
esors, I have been most cordially received 
on all occasions. The secretary and I are 
meeting the Ministry of Education in Sep- 
wmber for an informal discussion which I 
very much hope will lead to a resumption 
of our past influence in the National Certifi- 
cate Scheme. The Architectural Association 
has paid us a nice compliment by inviting 
me as your president and Mr. Neale as the 
secretary of the Board of Building Educa- 
tion, to become honorary members, which 
invitation we have accepted with great 


pleasure. 
The increasing influence and _ responsi- 
bility of the Institute cannot be fully imple- 
mented unless its income is increased, and 
| appeal to all members to introduce as 
candidates builders whose character and 
competence entitle them to consideration. 
We have good reason to be proud of the 
past; let us see that we match the needs 
of the present and the future by careful 
thought and actions which will further 
enhance the prestige of the Institute. 


73rd Annual Report 


THE report of the Council of the Institute 
of Builders was presented to members 
at the 73rd annual general meeting held on 
July 29 at 48, Bedford-square, WC1. Follow- 
ing are extracts: The last annual report 
indicated the widening sphere of activity 
which the Institute through its Council was 
opening up, notably in the work of the 
Board of Building Education, the revival of 
the Journal and the progress of the Registra- 
tion and Exemption Scheme. 
The past year has been a further period 
of adjustment and consolidation to meet 
these growing responsibilities. Increased 
activity has meant new approaches to and 
closer liaison with other professional bodies 
and the Ministry of Education. The good- 
will which has greeted these approaches is 
a Most encouraging sign and will be invalu- 
able to the Institute in its efforts to raise 
the prestige of the industry which it exists 
to serve. 
The Journal, luncheon meetings and 
management lectures have helped to make 
the Institute more widely known. A series 
of pamphlets on the various aspects of its 
work is now being prepared for general dis- 
tribution. In these an effort has been made 
to give explicit guidance to meet all types of 
inquiry, especially those concerned with the 
Diploma examinations. It is hoped that a 








clearly defined approach to these examina- 
tions will help to encourage the flow of well- 
educated young men into the industry. 

_It is heartening to note that the examina- 
tion entry this year is considerably above 
that of 1956, which itself was a record year. 
The development of higher technological 
education promises to stimulate this growth 
still further and to provide greater oppor- 
tunities for study to those aiming at the 
Associate Diploma. ‘

BUILDING IN THE CITY 
Multi-storey Garage Schemes 
Approved 
JY URTHER steps to alleviate the parking 

problem in the City of London were 
taken by the Court of Common Council 
at their fortnightly meeting at Guildhall on 
July 25. 

They approved a £162,000 scheme for 
the establishment of a redevelopment unit 
—No. 3l—which is to be devoted to the 
building of a ramp-type multi-storey garage 
holding 500 cars. 

The site, bounded on the east by Alders- 
gate-street, on the north by Half Moon- 
court and on the south and west by the 
side and rear boundaries of 170, Aldersgate- 
street, 1 to 15, Manchester-avenue and 
Bartholomew-place, constitutes properties 
158 to 170, Aldersgate-street, 1 to 23, Man- 
chester-avenue, 30 to 33, Bartholomew-close 
and 1 to 6, Half Moon-court. These pro- 
perties are all cleared sites with the excep- 
tion of 33, Bartholomew-place, which is an 
empty building. 

The proposed layout of the unit pro- 
vides for the widening of Aldersgate-street, 
and the surplus land available for disposal 
on building lease has an area of about 
35,310 sq. ft. 

The total estimated cost of the scheme is 
£162,000, states the report of the Improve- 
ments and Town Planning Committee on the 
unit. 

The site, says the report, is one of four- 
teen in the city which have been earmarked 
for development as multi-storey garages. The 
proposed garage will hold 500 cars with, if 
desired, a petrol-filling station, servicing 
facilities and showrooms. 

Of the two offers of ground rent which 
were received, the higher offer—£12,000 a 
year—of Messrs. A. Kaye and Associates 
was accepted. 


Thames-side Scheme 


More progress was reported on _ the 
scheme for a similar multi-storey garage on 
land bounded by Upper Thames-street, 
Queen Street-place, the River Thames, and 
part of Cameron Wharf, Greenwich-street 
and Bell Wharf-lane (site A in Redevelop- 
ment Unit No. 10). 

The Council endorsed the Committee’s 
recommendation that a building lease of the 
site be granted to the Federated Trust and 
Finance Corporation, Ltd., for the erection 
of a new building, comprising an ‘Autosilo’ 
garage, with petrol-fitting station and ancil- 
lary service, repair workshops, offices, shops, 
a restaurant and four residential flats at a 
ground rent of £20,000 a year. 

The erection of a 12-storey nurses’ home 
with a training unit, a swimming pool and 
a recreation hall at premises listed as Nurses’ 
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Home, St. Bartholomew’s Hospital, Little 
Britain (Adams, Holden and Pearson, FF. 
AA.RIBA, 38, Gordon-square, WC1), was 
among a number of proposed developments 
approved by the Council. 

Others were: An office building on part 
of the site of the Old Dutch Church, Austin 
Friars and 64, Austin Friars (Ansell and 
Bailey, FF.RIBA, 12, Gray’s Inn-square, 
WCl); 

A building comprising basement, ground 
and four floors over for use for process 
engraving, type-setting and printing blocks, 
at 18a, Cursitor-street, Greystone-place and 
Chapel-passage (Ellis, Clarke and Gallan- 
naugh, FRIBA, 37, Soho-square); 

A new building for use as a commodity 
market and Offices, at the proposed Wool 
Exchange, site bounded by Route 11, Cole- 
man-street, Basinghall-avenue, and the pro- 
posed Girdlers’ Hall (Redevelopment Unit 
No. 4) (Gunton and Gunton, FF.RIBA, 
Empire House, St. Martin’s le Grand, EC1); 

A building comprising sub-basement, base- 
ment, and ground floor with eight storeys 
over for use by the Amalgamated Press, 
Ltd., at 27a, 28, 29, 30 and 31, Farringdon- 
street and 15, 16, 17 and 19, Bear-alley 
(Ellis, Clarke and Gallannaugh, FRIBA); 

A new building for use as shops on the 
ground floor, with basement storage, and 
offices on the upper floors, at 56 to 58, 
Cheapside and 1 Bow-lane (Gunton and 
Gunton, FF.RIBA); 

And a new building for use as offices, at 
the south-east corner of Route 11 and Wood- 
street parts of 39 to 56, Wood-street, parts 
of 23 to 26, Philip-lane, 1 to 11, Addle- 
street, 22 to 34, Addle-street and parts of 1 
and 2, Little Love-lane (Redevelopment Unit 
No. 4—site F) (Montague Evans and Son, 
21, Brunswick-square, WC1).

IN PARLIAMENT

Road Improvement Works 


(THE Minister of Transport announced 

in the Commons, on July 22, that it 
was proposed to put in hand during the 
four-year period 1958-59 to 1962-63 road 
improvement works which would ultimately 
cost the Exchequer £240m. That, said Mr. 
Watkinson, during a debate on policy, was 
a considerable advance on the existing pro- 
gramme, and on anything which the nation 
had done on the roads so far. 

There was considerable complaint about 
the adequacy:of Government expenditure, 
and Mr. Ernest Davies, for the Opposi- 
tion questioned whether the increase 
announced by the Minister was as great as 
had been suggested. On the authorisations 
of work, as stated by the Minister, there was 
an increase of £100m. 

This assertion was verified at the end 
of the debate by Mr. NucENT, Parliamen- 
tary Secretary to the Ministry, who said 
‘that the announcement would constitute an 
increased expenditure of about £100m. over 
the existing rate of expenditure. 

Mr. GEORGE STRAUSS said that the exist- 
ing rate was about £30m. for this year, and 
was estimated at about £50m. for next year. 
Did the statement mean that the average 
expenditure would be £75m. a year? Would 
it be £25m. over the existing rate, or over the 
estimate of £50m.? 

Mr. NUGENT said that it would average 
about £60m. a year, so that in the four-year 
programme, all things being equal, it would 
amount to £240m. 

Mr. WATKINSON said that a road loan 
would not help to get the best road system 
in the shortest possible time, although he 
had examined the proposition, He was not 
entirely satisfied that it might not be 
possible to develop some kind of loan, 
particularly for specific projects such as 
tunnels and bridges, but at this stage a loan 
would not expedite the building of roads, 
because they had to share in the capital in- 
vestment programme. 

The road programme had to be examined 
in the light of its economic benefits and in 
relation to the investment programme as a 
whole. In his view the announcement in- 
dicated a programme which compared more 
favourably with what any other country was 
doing, with the possible exception of the 
United States. The new proposals were 
subject only to the country’s economy being 
prosperous and buoyant enough to stand up 
in future to what had to be committed. 

The civil engineering industry had been 
criticised and so had the road engineers, but 
that was wrong for they had never had 
enough work to do. He hoped the Ministry 
would give them much to do, and also give 
work to local authorities and their staffs. 


New Roads : Question of Foreign 
Advisers 

HINT that it might be necessary to use 

foreign road designers to assist in 
speeding up the British road programme, but 
only after exhausting every possible means 
of fully employing the nation’s own 
resources, was made by Mr. Harold Wat- 
kinson, Minister of Transport and Civil 
Aviation, in a written reply in the Commons 
on July 24. 


Mr. GEORGE BRowN had asked him what 
evidence he had that a shortage of road 
designers was a limiting factor in the present 
rate of road construction; and what discus- 
sions he had had, or proposed to have, with 
the Association of Consulting Engineers 
before inviting foreign road designers to 
undertake this work. 

Mr. WATKINSON replied—There is a 
general shortage of qualified civil engineers 
in this country, and I know that highway 
authorities and consulting engineers find 
difficulty in recruiting staff in sufficient num- 
bers to undertake work as quickly as the 
timetable of my road programmes requires. 
The difficulty is not one of lack of skill and 
knowledge on the part of our civil engineers 
but of shortage of manpower. 

The Association of Consulting Engineers 
has given me assurances of the willingness 
and ability of its members to help, and I 
should certainly not consider bringing in 
foreign designers without first considering all 
possible means of fully employing our own 
resources. 


Construction Projects 


Points from other replies about road con- 
struction projects by Mr. WATKINSON and 
his Parliamentary Secretary, MR. NUGENT, 
particularly in relation to roundabouts, fly- 
overs and under-passes, were :— 

Thirty-four roundabouts are to be constructed 
on the Gt. North Road between London and 
Newcastle, 22 of them at junctions of new 
by-passes with the existing roads. The average 
cost of a roundabout is £35,000. 

Immediate plans at the junction at Apex 
Corner, Mill Hill, provide for enlarging the 
existing roundabout, but the possibility that an 
under-pass or a fly-over may become necessary 
at this junction in the future is not ruled out. 

Work on the carriageway and footpaths on 
the roundabout at the southern end of Lam- 
beth Bridge will be finished within the next 
three weeks and the whole scheme will 
be completed by the autumn. The estimated 
cost is about £50,000. The roundabout has 
been constructed to ease traffic flow and reduce 
congestion. ; 

The Minister intends to publish a draft Order 
for the Atherstone by-pass as soon as _ more 
urgent work permits, but it was not possible at 
present to say when they could include this 
scheme in their road programme. 

It is hoped to publish a draft Order before 
the end of the year for the proposed by-pass 
and bridge at Queensferry, Flint. The report 
of the consulting engineers on this project has 
just been received and the various alternative 
schemes are being considered. 


The St. James’s Theatre 


URTHER questions about the demolition 
of St. James’s Theatre were asked in 
both Houses on July 22 and 23. Lorp 
MANCROFT, Minister without Portfolio, told 
the Lords on July 23 that the persons who 
applied for permission in 1954 to erect an 
office block on the site of the theatre were 
Messrs. Leo O. L. Hannen and John H. 
Markham, architects, acting as agents for 
undisclosed prospective purchasers. He had 
no information about what interests those 
prospective purchasers had in the land then 
or subsequently. 

‘The person who had now received the 
permission of the London County Council,’ 
he continued, ‘is Mr. R. Seifert, FRIBA, 
acting on behalf of Viarex Property Invest- 
ment Co., Ltd. If the permission to erect 
an office block were revoked, a claim for 
compensation could be lodged by any 
person with any interest in the land. I am 
afraid I do not know who holds what interest 
in this land at present. 
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“When I spoke of a sum of Someth 
like £50,000 by way of possible com eg 
tion I was deliberately naming eo 
cautious figure.

LoRD BLACKFORD.— As _ the OUtgoin 
owner describes this theatre as archaic, - 
the incoming owner says that it is not 
possible to run it in future as an economic 
Proposition, will the Government guarantee 
that the taxpayer shall not be saddled, by 
sentiment, with this costly burden? — 

Lorp MancrorT.—I can give at this 
moment no guarantees, but I can admit that 
there is some logic in what Lord Blackford 
says. 

Mr. Bevins, Parliamentary Secretary to 
the Minister of Housing and Local Govern- 
ment, in a written reply to Mr. Stokes in 
the Commons on July 23, said that it was 
the owners of the theatre, not the Govern- 
ment or the LCC, who intended to demolish 
it, and revocation of the permission would 
not prevent its demolition. Until detailed 
claims were made a closer estimate of the 
compensation which might be payable on 
revocation could not be given. 

He stated in another reply to previous 
day that the demolition required no plan- 
ning permission. The permission was for 
the construction of offices on the site, 
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Skyscraper Hotel Proposal 


(THE proposal to erect a 34-storey hotel 
with 700 bedrooms in Park Lane, 
London, excited more than a little interest, 
some applause and some criticism in the 
House of Lords on July 23 when the peers 
were invited to consider the scheme from 
the zsthetic and traffic aspects. , 
THE EARL OF ONSLOW, Captain of the 
Yeomen of the Guard, speaking for the 
Government, said that the proposal was 
still under consideration by the London 
County Council, who were the planning 
authority. He understood that the matter 
was on the agenda for the council’s meet- 
ing on July 22, but had been postponed, 
If the matter came before the Minister 
(Mr. Henry Brooke) it would do so either 
on appeal because permission had been 
refused by the LCC, or because the Minister 
might call in the matter before a decision 
was made, and make the final decision him- 
self. 
He was not able to give the Government's 
views on the subject, but as the matter was 
one of wide interest throughout the country 
the Minister was taking a personal interest 
in it, and had asked the LCC to inform him 
of any provisional decision they might 
take. Everything said in the House would 
be carefully noted by the Minister, who 
would have a public inquiry before any 
final decision was made. 
Lorp BLACKFORD, who called attention 
to the matter, declared himself not against 
the construction of more hotel accommoda- 
tion in London, but felt that this ‘mam- 
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moth hotel,’ largely financed by American 
money, constructed of skyscraping Ameri- 
can architecture, would have an overpower- 
ing effect on the buildings in the vicinity 
and on Hyde Park. , ; 

Contrasting the new project with St. 
Paul’s Cathedral, he said that the cathedral 
was 365 ft. high, and tapered gracefully 
through its columns and dome to the Cross 
at the top. The hotel would be a solid 
column 378 ft. high, 216 ft. wide with no 
redeeming feature. Facing Hyde Park, it 
would be a mass of windows by day and a 
torch by night. 

He deplored the prospect of London’s 
architecture being Americanised. It was 
unnecessary because London was not as 
cramped for space as Manhattan Island. He 
recalled the debate they had had about the 
building of Bucklersbury House, which was 
now nearing completion. It was 186 ft. 
high, and he submitted that those who went 
to the City every day could not admire it. 

It had an overpowering effect in that part 
of the City, and when finished would be 
quite unattractive. It overshadowed such 
buildings as the Mansion House and the 
charming little church of St. Stephen, Wal- 
brook. He invited a comparison between 
that block and the one opposite built by the 
Bank of England and South Africa. This 
latter building was 110 ft. high, and was a 
delightful building, which reflected great 
credit on those who had raised it. He be- 
lieved the architect was named Boynton. It 
was the type of architecture which was ideal 
for the City*. 

If this massive pillar in Park Lane was 
permitted, it would overshadow everyone 
whether they were in Hyde Park, Green 
Park or Mayfair. If there was any doubt 
about this he invited peers to see how the 
hideously ugly blocks of flats, 10 or 11 
storeys high, at Roehampton Hill had utterly 
ruined the eastern side of Richmond Park. 


A New Site 

LorD STRABOLGI said that the Portman 
Square site had been proposed for this 
hotel, but it had been found that to be 
economically viable, it would have to be a 
very tall building, and would overshadow 
the squares around it. He believed that the 
promoters had been asked to make it much 
lower, found they were unable to do so, and 
the entire scheme had been withdrawn for 
that reason. 

He agreed that Park Lane was possibly 
not the best site for the hotel, but it might 
be argued that Park Lane was in such a 
mess architecturally that another addition 
would not matter much. It was a tragedy that 
the buildings in this fine street were pulled 
down piecemeal instead of being properly 
planned. It could have been made into one 
of the finest streets in London. 

There could be no objection to very tall 
buildings being erected on the South Bank 
but, although it would be an excellent site, 
one had to remember that visitors, particu- 
larly those from the United States, preferred 
to stay in the West End. 

He expressed agreement with Lord Black- 
ford about this particular skyscraper, but 
felt that many people were coming to the

opinion that London had to come to terms 
with the architecture of the twentieth cen- 
tury, both esthetically and economically 
as land became more and more expensive. 
He was not, however, opposed to skyscrapers 
in general, but considered that their siting 
was important. 

He believed that plans had been passed 
for the Shell offices on the South Bank site. 
These would be 340 ft. high, and the high 
building would rise by a campanile in the 
middle which would make it an impressive 
group. But the policy for skyscrapers in 
London needed investigating, and he was 
glad that the Civic Trust were to conduct 
such an examination. 

Remarking that it had been reported that 
the Westminster City Council had stated 
they did not object in principle to the 
scheme, provided some modifications relat- 
ing to overall density were made, he said 
that the final decision rested with the LCC, 
but he would be interested to hear the 
Government’s views. 

At the end of the debate, during which 
one peer described the building as a mon- 
strosity and another urged it as essential to 
meet the demands for hotel accommodation. 
LorD BLACKFORD said he was pleased to 
hear that the LCC would discuss the matter. 
He hoped that what had been said in the 
House would influence the county council, 
and even if the outcome was not satisfac- 
tory, there was a final appeal to the 
Minister. 

OTHER BUSINESS 
School Building Groups 


Mr. Moyte asked the Parliamentary Sec- 
retary to the Ministry of Education what 
progress he was making in persuading local 
authorities to establish regional school build- 
ing groups, with a view to reducing costs 
particularly in the purchase of building 
materials and the employment of profes- 
sional and technical staffs. 

Sir EpwarpD BoyLE, replying on July 18, 
said: The Minister will shortly be discussing 
with a number of local education authori- 
ties the possibility of grouping some of their 
building projects with a view to obtaining 
favourable terms for certain building com- 
ponents. 

Future of BIF 


Mr. SYDNEY IRVING asked the President 
of the Board of Trade whether, in view of 
the advice given to him by the Birmingham 
Chamber of Commerce, he would make a 
statement on the future of the British Indus- 
tries Fair and on the possibility of organis- 
ing an International Trade Fair in Great 
Britain. 

Sir Davip Ecc es, replying on July 18, 
said: I told the deputation from the Birm- 
ingham Chamber of Commerce that the 
future of this fair depends largely on the 
attitude of British industry towards an inter- 
national fair in this country. The President 
of the Federation of British Industries agreed 
to sound his members on such a proposal. 
I am now waiting for this advice. 


Municipal Housing, Scotland 
Mr. WILLIAM Ross asked the Secretary 
of State for Scotland to state the number 
of local authority houses for which author- 
isation had been sought this year, to the 
latest available date, and the corresponding 
figures for 1955 and 1956. 
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Mr. .NixON Browne, Under Secretary 
Scottish Office, replying on July 23, said: 
Tenders for 8,474 houses were approved 
between January 1 and May 31, 1957. The 
corresponding figures for 1956 and 1955 were 
12,431 and 9,484 respectively. 

Mr. McINnEs asked the Secretary of State 
if, for the purposes of comparison, he would 
state on the latest convenient date, the 
annual charges debited to the housing 
revenue account of a local authority for a 
four-apartment house built and provided 
with money borrowed from the Public 
Works Loan Board for 60 years, and similar 
loan charges for a similar house on the 
corresponding date in each year since, and 
including, 1951.

Cumbernauld New Town 


Mr. HANNAN asked the Secretary of State 
for Scotland, on July 23, how many firms. 
to date, had agreed to establish units of 
industry at the new town of Cumbernauld; 
and if he would make a statement of future 
prospects. 

Mr. Browne: A factory for one firm, 
with an employment potential of more than 
3,000 is already being built in the new town, 
and the development corporation are in 
touch with a number of other interested 
firms. Cumbernauld offers many advant- 
ages to industry and should prove attractive, 
in particular, to firms to be displaced from 
redevelopment areas in Glasgow. The 
development corporation are fully alive to 
their opportunities in this field and will 
shortly be having discussions with Glasgow 
corporation about the reception of such 
firms. 


Health Clinic, Glasgow 


Mrs. CULLEN asked the Secretary of State 
for Scotland, on July 23, when a start was 
likely to be made in the building of the first 
health clinic in Glasgow. 

Mr. BROWNE: The first post-war compre- 
hensive health clinic in Glasgow was com- 
pleted in 1955 at Pollok. I understand that 
Glasgow Corporation propose shortly to 
invite tenders for a similar clinic at Drume 
chapel.

Injury by Fall: Builders 
Lose Appeal 


Riden v. Billings. 


THE House oF Lorps. BEFORE LorD REID, 
VISCOUNT SIMONDS, LorD COHEN, LoRD 
KEITH AND LorD SOMERVELL. 


A CHELTENHAM firm of building con- 

tractors lost their appeal to the House 
of Lords on July 25 from a dectsion 
of the Court of Appeal that they must pay 
damages of £611 8s. 6d. to a Cheltenham 
woman for injuries suffered when she fell 
into the basement area of No. 26 Cambray- 
place, Cheltenham, in 1953. The Court of 
Appeal, by a majority, had reversed a judg- 
ment of Mr, Justice Hallett at Gloucester 
Assizeg and had held that although the 
woman, Mrs. E. M. Riden, Fairview- 
road, Cheltenham, was one-half to 
blame, the contractors A. C. Billings and 
Sons, Ltd.. Winchcombe-street, Cheltenham. 
were liable because they did not take reason- 
able care to prevent damage. 

LorD REID said that because of work 
which the contractors were doing at No. 25, 
Cambray-place the only practicable approach 
to the front door was by the forecourt of 
No. 26. This involved passing within a few 
feet of the unfenced area into which Mrs. 
Riden fell as she was leaving at about 10 
p.m. on November 17. According to the 
evidence of Mrs. Privett, who occupied a 
flat at No. 25, the workmen had told her the 
best way in was via No. 26. 

‘Admittedly it was the best way in the 
circumstances,’ said Lord Reid, ‘ and I can- 
not regard this as anything else than advice 
to use the access by the ground of No. 26.’ 
The contractors were under a duty to all 
persons who might be expected lawfully to 
visit the house, and that duty was the or- 
dinary duty to take such care as in all the 
circumstances was reasonable to ensure that 
visitors were not exposed to danger by their 
actions. Although the contractors could not 
remove the danger in No. 26 their fault lay in 
making it necessary for visitors to use that 
route. They should have given warning 
against using it instead of advising its use. 

Lord Reid added that it was not unreason- 
able for Mrs. Riden to accept Mrs. Privett’s 
invitation to enter the way she did, but he 
thought most people would have been more 
careful when leaving than she was. He agreed 
that in that respect there was contributory 
negligence on her part. He saw no reason 
to disagree with the finding of the majority 
of the Court of Appeal that both parties 
were equally to blame. He would therefore 
dismiss the appeal, with costs to Mrs. Riden. 

Viscount Simonds, Lord Cohen, Lord 
Keith and Lord Somervell agreed. 


Libel Action Appeal Fails 


H. H. Robertson Company Inc. v. 
Cellactite & British Uralite, Ltd. 


CourRT OF APPEAL BEFORE LORDS JUSTICES 
HODSON, PARKER AND ORMEROD 


(THE Court of Appeal, on July 22, dis- 

missed an appeal by H. H. Robertson 
Company, Incorporated, of Princes-street, 
Westminster, from a judgment of Mr. 
Justice STABLE awarding £142 damages for 
slander of goods in an action against the 
company by Cellactite & British Uralite, 


Ltd., of Whitehall Place, Gravesend, Kent, 
manufacturers of roofing material. 


The Court also dismissed a cross-appeal 
by Cellactite against Mr. Justice Stable’s 
rejection of their claim alleging libel by 
H. H. Robertson in a memorandum entitled 
* Development of Cellactite.’ 

Cellactite, in their action in the Queen’s 
Bench Division, claimed that the memoran- 
dum was published by H. H. Robertson in 
1951 and was circulated to members of their 
staff, to Spedding & Co., of New Zealand, 
Mr. J. H. White, a New Zealand architect, 
and to other companies. Their case was that 
the memorandum was defamatory and in 
effect meant they were ‘selling a lot of 
rubbish.’ 


Judgment 


LorpD Justice Hopson, giving judgment, 
said the companies involved in the appeal 
virtually controlled the world’s market of 
roofing material. Cellactite had for a long 
time complained about the sales policy of 
H. H. Robertson and this culminated in the 
action in the Queen’s Bench Division claim- 
ing damages for libel and slander of goods. 

H. H. Robertson were anxious that their 
sales manual containing the words com- 
plained of should not get into their cus- 
tomers’ hands and should be carefully pro- 
tected by their salesmen all over the world 
to whom it was entrusted. A great deal of 
the manual consisted of secret technical in- 
formation. The manual came into the hands 
of a New Zealand architect, Mr. White, who 
copied the appropriate part and sent it to 
Cellactite and hence their action was 
brought. 

His lordship said in his view Mr. Justice 
Stable had rightly held that the manual was 
in the parts complained of, a slander on 
Cellactite’s goods. It was full of gross in- 
accuracies. The judge was entitled to find 
that the statements were made maliciously. 
The question was whether there had been a 
libel upon Cellactite? The only damage 
proved was in relation to a customer in New 
Zealand who had not placed an order on 
reading the manual and who might not place 
future orders. 

His lordship held that the Passages com- 
plained of did not amount to libel as the law 
stood, and they were no more than an attack 
on Cellactite’s goods. 

Lords Justices Parker and Ormerod agreed 
in dismissing the appeal and cross-appeal. 


ASPHALT ON VERMICU- 
LITE CONCRETE 


Trade Associations Confer 


FTER an interval of four years, techni- 
cal committees representing the natural 
asphalt and the vermiculite industries have 
met again to review their joint recommenda- 
tions on finishing vermiculite concrete roof 
screeds. 


The meeting, called in view of the ever- 
increasing importance of thermal insulation, 
is now followed by the issue of a. statement 
jointly from the Natural Asphalte Mine- 
Owners and Manufacturers’ Council and the 
Association of Vermiculite Exfoliators. It 
reads: ‘A similar meeting, held in 1953, 
reached agreement on the necessity of 
finishing vermiculite concrete roof screeds 
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with a 3 in. thickness of 4:1 sand/cemeny to 
prepare the surface ready for roofing. Th, 


intervening four years’ experience has shown | 


this to be the right course, and a recom. 
mendation to continue the practice was cop. 
firmed. 


‘The AVE could not deny that their 
material had, on some occasions, not been 
laid to specification. To attain early high 
thermal insulating efficiency of vermiculite 
concrete, the material must be laid as a 
fairly dry mix and then kept dry pending the 
application of the asphalt. It is recom. 
mended that vermiculite should be laid to 
adequate falls. The _ representatives of 
NAMMC were pleased to note that AVE 
were about to issue to the actual users of 
vermiculite a descriptive leaflet setting out 
the few simple principles underlying the 
preparation of a good vermiculite concrete 
screed. 


‘Under certain adverse weather condi- 
tions, and to obviate the possible flooding of 
a newly-laid vermiculite screed, recommenda- 
tions are made on the desirability of pro- 
viding temporary weep holes, either cast in 
or pierced through the roof slabs, and/or the 
fitting of adequate means of ventilation in 
the asphalt itself. The latter course of 
action must, of necessity, depend on site and 
weather conditions, and members of 
NAMMC should be apprvached for advice. 


‘Where vermiculite is used, the applica- 
tion of white spar chippings ever the asphalt 
is recommended. Such joint recommenda- 
tions as the above, it was felt, must go a long 
way to instil in the architect confidence in 
the use of two such well-known materials.’

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URBAN DISPERSAL 
POLICY 


Transfer ‘ Proceeding Far Too 
Slowly ’ 


HE Executive Committee of the Town 
T and Country Planning Association has 
recently discussed the progress of the policy 
of planned urban dispersal with representa- 
tives of a number of authorities concerned 
at both ends of the process. The following 
observations have been made for the con- 
sideration of the Minister of Housing and 
Local Government. The committee consider 
that the transfer of industry, commerce and 
population jobs and people together—from 
the big overcrowded cities to new and ex- 
panded country towns is proceeding far too 
slowly, and that unless the whole process is 
speeded up slum clearance and city rede- 
velopment must be seriously held back. 

It is officially accepted, they state, that 
two million people, requiring 600,000 houses, 
should be transferred from overcrowded 
towns such as London, Birmingham, Man- 
chester, Liverpool, Leeds, Sheffield, Bristol 
and others. So far, fewer than 40,000 houses 
(for 130,000 people) have been built in the 
London new towns and in expanding towns 
such as Worsley (Lancs), Bletchley (Bucks), 
and Swindon (Wilts). About 50,000 more 
can be expected in the existing new towns 
and in the agreed town expansion schemes. 
But 30,000 houses a year are needed, This 
means that further new towns and many 
more town expansion schemes should be 
started immediately. 

According to the committee, the existing 
new towns are outstandingly successful in 
every way. They are highly efficient indus- 
trial units. Financially, they represent a 
very profitable national investment. The 
Development Corporations building them 
are extremely effective organisations. Pre- 
sent and proposed town expansion schemes 
are hampered by insufficient financial aid and 
fears of the small towns of a _ high rate 
burden. 


Recommendations have been made by the 
committee as follows: 1. The Ministry of 
Housing and Local Government should in- 
dicate which country towns ought to be ex- 
panded. 2. Further new towns should be 
started. 3. London, Manchester and any 
other big city wishing to build a new town 
itself should be permitted to do so—but the 
site should be beyond the city’s green belt. 
4. A special development corporation 
should be set up to expand a number of 
towns simultaneously—for example, in East 
Anglia. 5. In other cases of town expan- 
sion. an advisory body should be set up to 
Prepare plans and guide the development.

EVERYDAY THINGS 
IX.—Architect’s Secretary

Vy ANTED: SECRETARY FOR ARCHI- 

TECT’S OFFICE. What does the 
architect look for? Technical compet- 
ence? Of course. Perhaps a dash of 
accountancy, and certainly a weather-eye 
on the law, with a sixth sense for sorting 
the sheep from the goats. But more than 
this she is an instrument of communica- 
tion. Either personally or from the 
* back-room”’ she sets her style on letters, 
telephone conversations, interviews and 
general office arrangements, and has, by 
her skill, the power to represent her em- 
ployer’s standards of practice more 
surely than his most responsible assistant 
at the drawing board. Indeed, I would 
say that when an assistant is away, or 
even the boss, nobody notices, but when 
she is away, oh dear! 

She is therefore a key member of the 
team. It is not a matter of mere effici- 
ency—though Heaven knows how many 
architects would settle for 
just that! A secretary who 
knows her architect will be 
continually conscious of his 
general style of response to 
his problems. She may not 
be able to appreciate his skill 
technically, but she will know 
the kind of work he does, the 
kind of materials he uses, and 
the kind of people with whom 
he chooses to work; she will 
know his approach to archi- 
tecture, and, more than all 
else, she will know his 
idiosyncrasies of personality. On all this, 
the character of an office is built up, and 
it is her part to develop and convey that 
character to everyone around. 

Let us add to this that her written 
communications will give individuality to 
the office by their accuracy and compet- 
ence in composition and by their clarity 
in content. Her telephone conversation 
will be natural and unaffected, plain and 
unambiguous, patient and understanding. 
By her personal interviews, which are 
perhaps the most important of all, she 
can save her employer hours of wasted 
time away from his drawing board. In 
all these a sensitive appreciation of the 
aura of her particular practice, backed 
by an intelligent knowledge of its work, 
will add up to a special kind of compet- 
ence which serves the architect’s needs. 

Perhaps one day the Architectural 
Schools will include an _ extra-mural 
course for secretaries in their syllabuses!

(2) Examine the possibilities of securing 

a general improvement of the standards 

of safety at building and civil engineering 

sites by developing arrangements for self- 
inspection. 
(3) Consider the practicability of making 

a more detailed investigation and analysis

Rent Act Forms 


ARRANGEMENTS have been made to 

ensure a wider and quicker distribution 
of Form G and other forms required to be 
used under the Rent Act. Mr. Henry 
Brooke, Minister of Housing and Local 
Government, is asking local authorities to 
put them on sale at their offices. 


A circular from the Ministry to local 
authorities in England and Wales says that 
the Minister has information that some of 
the forms have not been readily obtainable 
in some areas. Five forms are now being 
covered by these arrangements. They 
are: Form A, General Notice of Rent 
Increase; Form G, Tenant’s notice of 
Defects of Repair; Form I, Tenant’s 
application for Certificate of Disrepair; 
Form T, Notice to Landlord of Tenant’s 
improvements affecting gross or rateable 
value; Form U, Application to Valuation 
Officer for certificate regarding tenant’s 
improvements. They will be supplied by 
the Stationery Office and in council offices. 
Forms A and G will be sold at 4d. each; 
the remainder at 3d. each.

AUSTRALIA.—One of the most modern 
photographic materials plants in the world 
sto be built in Melbourne by Kodak (Aus- 
tralia), Ltd., as part of an £8m. expansion 
programme by the company. The Chairman 
of Directors, Mr. Edgar Rouse, said that 
the first stage of the programme costing 
13,500,000 will be in production in 1959, 
The site for the new plant covers 58 acres.

AUSTRALIA  (Victoria)—Plans have 
been approved for the building of a new 
power station at Yallourn in the Latrobe 
Valley, centre of Victoria’s vast brown coal 
deposits. The station will cost £413,000,000. 
The first section of the new unit is due to be 
in operation by 1961 and the second section 
a year later. 


GREECE.—An_ agreement has_ been 
signed by the. Greek State and a local in- 
dustrialist for the establishment of a match 
factory—the first in Greece. The agreement 
also provides for the establishment, in con- 
junction with this, of three other factories 
for the manufacture of plywood, wood-pulp 
cases, and hardboard tiles. . . . It was re- 
cently decided by the Ministerial Economics 
Committee to build the first sugar factory 
in Greece near Larissa with a daily process- 
ing capacity of 2,000 tons of beetroot. It 
will employ 450 persons. The establishment 
of other sugar factories will be considered 
at a later date... . An agreement has been 
reached by the State and the Greek ship- 
owner, Mr. Pezas, for the erection of a big 
tourist hotel of more than 300 rooms in 
Athens with the assistance of the United 
States Hilton concern. Mr. Pezas has 
undertaken to furnish 2,500,000 dollars in 
foreign exchange, in addition to which the 
Economic Development Finance Organisa- 
tion will grant an equivalent sum as a loan. 
... A five-year electrification programme 
has been drawn up by the Public Power 
Corporation and approved by the Govern- 
ment. A total expenditure of £48 m. is 
envisaged and this will provide for the erec- 
tion of nine power stations, both thermal 
and hydro-electric, throughout the country 
as well as for the extension of the trans- 
mission and distribution network in rural 
areas. 


KENYA.—One of Nairobi’s oldest hotels 
—the New Stanley—is to be rebuilt and 
extended at a cost of about £500,000. Work 
is scheduled to start next January.

NEW ZEALAND.—The Government has 
approved acceptance of a tender for the con- 
struction of the £1 m. departmental build- 
ing in Bowen-street, Wellington. The build- 
ing will be the largest in Wellington and one 


of the largest in New Zealand. The Minis- 
ter of Works, Mr. W. S. Goosman, divulged 
that four Wellington contracting firms sub- 
mitted tenders, the successful firm being 
Cubitt Wells, Ltd. The building will have 
two floors below ground, 10 main floors and 
a two-storey penthouse giving a gross floor 
space of 220,000 sq. ft. It will be 215 ft. in 
length, 83 ft. wide and will rise 140 ft. from 
pavement to penthouse. . . . One of the 
oldest public-houses in Auckland, the 
Prince Albert Hotel in Onehunga, is to be 
demolished and replaced by a £120,000 
building with patio, beer garden and garden 
bar. The Prince Albert, a wooden structure, 
is nearly 100 years old. 


PORTUGAL.—The National Wheat Pro- 
ducers’ Federation (Federacao Nacional dos 
Produtores de Trigo, Rua do Salitre, 66 
Lisbon) has announced that three large grain 
silos are to be built with financial assistance 
from the Government Development Fund. 
One is to be built in the port of Lisbon, 
another at Leixoes and the third at Caldas 
da Rainha in time for the 1958 harvest. A 
network of smaller silos is also to be built 
covering all the cereal-producing areas and 
intended particularly for maize. . . . The 
Government have decided to press on with 
four major hydro-electric schemes not in- 
cluded in the present Development Plan and 
a further 485 m. escudos have been allo- 
cated for this purpose. The schemes in 
question are those of Miranda do Douro, 
Remposta, Alto Rabagao, and Vilar and 
Tabuaco. The last-named is expected to 
produce 150 m. KWH annually. ... 580 m. 
escudos (80.05 to £ sterling) is the addi- 
tional investment authorised for the steel 
works project in 1957 and 1958. Contracts 
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for this project have not yet been placed, 
but steps are being taken to expropriate land 
for the site at Alcochete. 


British Trade Fair, Helsinki 

THE BOARD OF TRADE, at the request of 
the Federation of British Industries and with 
the co-operation of the Council of Indus- 
trial Design, will stage at this year’s British 
Trade Fair at Helsinki, from September 
6-22, a display of selected British consumer 
goods covering more than 3,000 sq. ft. 

The total number of items on show will 
be about 450 and will include furniture and 
furnishings, pottery, glass and _ cutlery, 
domestic appliances, toys, sports and travel 
goods. All the goods on display have been 
chosen from ‘ Design Review,’ the Council 
of Industrial Design’s record of well- 
designed consumer goods. 

In addition to exhibits grouped according 
to type, the designer of the stand, Mr. Robin 
Day, ARCA, FSIA, and his assistant, Mrs. 
Helen Challen, have planned a range of five 
rooms intended to give Finnish visitors an 
impression of British interior furnishings 
and decoration to-day. 

Staff from the Design Centre will be on 
duty to answer questions about goods on 
display. The Fair is organised by British 
Overseas Fairs, Ltd., under the sponsorship 
of the Federation of British Industries. the 
London Chamber of Commerce and the 
Finnish-British Trade Association.

BRITISH FLOOR TILES FOR 
ITALY 


Several Large Contracts 


Mar ey floor tiles are being used to a 
great extent in Italy, and current work in 
Rome includes 16,000 sq. yds. in a new 
office block for the Vatican Government, 
and an area in the Vatican offices to replace 
worn terrazzo, writes a correspondent. 

6,000 square metres of these tiles are being 
laid in the Rome branch of the Insurance 
Company of Turin, and the new Michel- 
angelo Hotel, a large, luxury building, is 
being floored throughout by Marley. 

A cinema and a school are other buildings 
to receive Marley tiling, and a ‘trial area’ 
has been laid in a new factory that is being 
built in Rome for an American manufac- 
turing company. 

The tiles and adhesive, and in some cases, 
special underlays, have all been exported 
from England.

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Edinburgh Road Improvements 
JFEDINBURGH, tourist centre of Scotland, 
is providing for ever-increasing road 
traffic with surfaces which have eliminated 
the ups and downs traditional in cobbled 


cities. Elimination of tramway routes has 
provided exceptional opportunity for 
modernisation and this Edinburgh has 
seized. There are still 144 miles of tram 


track to be lifted and ultimate elimination 
depends on the money available. 

Strenuous efforts have been made by the 
city engineer’s department to remove tram- 
way tracks and relay roads on the main 
approaches to the city. Liberton-brae has 
been resurfaced and relevelled. The junc- 
tion of Craigmillar-park, Gordon-terrace and 
Lady-road has been given greatly improved 
visibility. The long run from Newington 
through Clerk-street and North-bridge is 
now resurfaced and all the cobbles have 
gone. 

The Corstorphine-road has been similarly 
handled on the passing of the trams. From 
Musselburgh to the General Post Office 
there is now a smooth surface road replac- 
ing the tram tracks and cobbled surfaces. 


Short Notice Tenders 


SHORT notice tender dates have become a 
very sore point with many of the contract- 
ing trades in Scotland, and particularly 
with the finishing trades. The problem can 
best be indicated by quoting the terms of 
contracts, which say something like ‘ tenders 
are due to the undersigned within seven 
days from the date of this notice.’ 

In effect, this gives a limited notice to 
potential contractors, a limited period in 
which to complete estimates, and a wider 
scope for errors and misjudgments than 
would apply were adequate notice given. It 
is regarded as an unfair routine, more 
especially now that fixed prices are apply- 
ing in public works contracts. 

Trade view in many of the crafts con- 
cerned is that tenders should be called for 
at three to four weeks’ notice, thus allow- 
ing contractors to be informed of work, and 
to quote for it on a sound basis. 


Upward Trend in Edinburgh 


THE first example of the new trend in 
Edinburgh’s municipal housing programme 
is shown in the opening of a 10-storey block 
of flats at Spey-street, which took place on 
July 26. This is the first of about 20 high 
buildings which the housing committee of 
Edinburgh Town Council hope to place on 
outlying urban sites. 

In their development plan the corporation 
are committed to containing the city within 
its present boundaries, while allowing room 
for about 500,000 inhabitants. This could 
be achieved without overcrowding by con- 
ventional housing so by limiting develop- 
ment outwards the corporation have not 
necessarily forced it upwards. Neverthe- 
less, they feel compelled to do so for rea- 
sons of convenience and amenity.

ECONOMY IN 
ALL-ELECTRIC FLATS 


Heating Costs Reduced 


From a Correspondent 


ALLELECTRIC flat operation ip Kirk. 
caldy, Fife (one of the first large 
schemes to feature underfloor warming) 
showed a satisfactory return over the fits 
full year of operation with actual costs sub- 
stantially down on the estimates which 
encouraged the all-electric policy. 

The second year’s figures, now available, 
show a further reduction in operational cost 
as follows: three-apartment flats dropped 
from 14s. 34d. per week in 1955/6 to 
13s. 73d. per week in 1956/7; two-apart. 
ment flats dropped from 10s. 94d. to 9s, 4g, 
per week. These average figures cover al] 
the essential heating, cooking, lighting and 
allied services and are virtually the total 
figure which the householder can spend on 
such services. ; 

The further decrease is accounted for by 
the fact that the individual householders 
had acquired experience of operation of the 
services and in the second year adjusted 
them more nearly to their own needs and 
pockets. 

The decrease over the second full year 
of operation is extremely satisfactory when 
it is remembered that in the same period 
solid fuel costs rose substantially and other 
costs also advanced. In effect, Kirkcaldy 
has succeeded in stabilising and reducing 
these essential costs in a period when other 
authorities have been unsuccessful. 

The data provided comes from the town’s 
first Valley Gardens multi-storey block, 
which introduced floor warming to Scotland 
for such duties. Since completion of that 
scheme, and in view of the very satisfactory 
results, the town has gone ahead with fur- 
ther schemes of all electric planning. A 
four-storey maisonette block of 60 houses, 
a clinic and creche, and an old people's 
home are among the projects which have 
had all electric facilities installed. 

Three eight-storey blocks in the town are 
to be provided with central heating, and 
some 60 houses in the Dysart area are to 
be all-electric. In the Links area some 141 
houses will be all-electric, while other houses 
in this area, which will be a smokeless zone, 
will have special smokeless fuel provided. 
In the Templehall area of the town, plans 
envisage a larger smokeless zone covering 
no fewer than 13,000 houses. In a further 
development in this area the town is moving 
on to the provision of all-electric operation 
with floor warming in two-storey blocks, an 
innovation in that much of, this work has 
been done to date on multi-storey blocks. 
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In the redevelopment of the Links area 
the town has carried laundry provisions 4 
stage further than in most existing housing 
ventures by providing two launderettes If 
each of the eight-storey blocks, to ensure 
complete privacy and freedom of use of the 
facilities for all the tenants for a period of 
two hours each week. These units are all- 
electric.
